W ashington, Jan. 17.—The comm is 
«ion w hich the president is about to ap­ 
point to proceed to the Philippines w ill 
not be subject to the confirm ation of the 
U nited States senate, but w ill be nam ed 
under reserved authority of the presd 
dent, and its expenses w ill be ¡mid out 
of the w ar appropriations. 
It is not ex­ 
pected to com m it the U nited States gov 
em inent to recognition of the indepen­ 
dence of the natives nor is it to fram e a 
scheme of governm ent for the islands, 
as was the case w ith the H aw aiian c< mi- 
mission. 
U ndoubtedly, however, the ooimnis- 
siouers will unofficially confer with the 
natives and advise with the military 
auth »riti»»s, it being felt here that men 
of their experience and qualifications 
will be valuable counsellors in the con­ 
ditions now existing. 
It is believed that the natives can be 
kept from hostilities until the arrival of 
the commission at Manila, and tin n it is 
hoped th a t the best results will follow 
th' visit, including the reassurance of 
the natives upon m any points as 
to 
w hich they are now doubtful. 
So far as can be gathered the presi­ 
dent lias not o o n d d s d the ii*t of the 
commissioners. 
Supposing that he in ­ 
cludes G eneral Otis and Adm iral Dewey 
he would add the nanu s of Pn -udent 
Schurm an of Conn 11 U niversity and 
Professor W orcester of A nn Arbor.

VITAL 
IMPORTANCE 


Of Controlling the Philippines 
Not Appreciated by Ameri­ 
can Opponents. 


EX-MINISTER 
BARRETTS 


A ddress B efore th e S h a n g h a i C ham 
ber of C om m erce on O ur E astern 
P ossessions—F ailu re to A ssum e Con - 
trol W ould R eleg a te U n ited State« 
to a Second R ate P ow er. 


Shanghai, Jan. 17. — John Barrett, 
formerly United States minister to Siam, 
In address before the Shanghai chamber 
of commerce yesterday on the question 
of American control of the Philippines, 
said he feared that the opponents at 
home of such control did not appreciate 
Its vital importance to American com­ 
merce and influence in the far east, 
where 
immeasureable 
opportunities 
would otherwise be lost. The failure to 
assume and maintain control, said Mr. 
Barrett, would forever relegate the 
United States to a secondary place in 
the Pacific. 
As for the difficulties of governing the 
archipelago, this had been much exag­ 
gerated. 
Aguinaldo and his followers 
could be pacified by a mixture of diplo­ 
macy and firmness, nor would the Mon­ 
roe doctrine be violated, for the occupa­ 
tion of the Philippines by the United 
States was uot a direct act of conquest, 
but the inevitable result of a war in 
which grave responsibilities had been 
unavoidably entailed. 
Mr. Barrett emphasized the fact that 
the nations which, like England, were 
chiefly concerned, approved of perma­ 
nent American control, and concluded 
with the remark that all nations inter­ 
ested could safely trust to the good 
Judgement of President McKinley. 


F IL T H Y 
H AVANA 


O ne T hou sand P eople P u t to W ork 
C lean in g th e City. 
Havana, Jan. 17.—The oolossal task of 
putting into proper sanitary condition 
every dwelling in Havana began yester­ 
day, Surgeon M ajor Davis hiring 100 
resident physicians for a heuse-to-honse 
inspection, to compel obedience to the 
new regulations. 
All cesspools under 
houses are to be closed and sealed. 
Garbage is to be removed daily. 
It is 
expected that the city will be in a fair 
sanitary condition within three months, 
without underground sewerage. 
The old residents regard the new 
health regulation a* unnecessary and 
meddlesome, and even some well-to-do 
and well informed persons, when mak­ 
ing their objections, describe themselves 
as "healthy enough." Yesterday 1,000 
people were engaged in the work of 
cleaning the streets and public buildings. 
The casement in the artillery cuartel, 
chosen for Major General Ludlow’s 
office, near the palace, proved so foul 
that air extinguished candle* and suffo- 
oated dogs and cats which ran in.

Warm Personal Discussion In 
the Senate That Ended 
In Apologies. 


BLOWN INTO FRAGMENTS 


John Jndiim k K illed In a Gas E x­ 
plosion at Standard Oil W orks In 
W’h itin g—Bishop C hatard’s Condi­ 
tion R eported Improved and Hopes 
Are E ntertained o f H is Recovery. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 17.—Both branches 
of the legislature met yesterday after­ 
noon and had busy sessions. 
Numerous 
bills of interest were introduced. 
In 
the house the first lot of bills for seoond 
reading were brought up, and besides 
the routine of introducing bills, a reso­ 
lution was introduced by Mr. Roberts 
tendering Mrs. Nelson Dingley the 
sympathy of the legislature. 
Mr. Glossbrenner moved that the 
house take the formal vote on United 
States senator today and the motion was 
carried. 
The joint session to elect the 
senator will be held tomorrow. 
The proceedings of the senate were 
spiced a Mttle by a warm and personal 
discussion precipitated by an apparent 
insinuation by Senator Hom er that a 
lobby in the senate was having too 
much influence with the committee on 
education. 
After 15 m inutes of counter 
replies, all parties concerned made hum ­ 
ble apologies. 
Senator Wood introduced a bill pro­ 
viding for the sale of all state park lands 
in the city of Indianapolis, the sale of 
which would clear the state debt, and 
also one for the erection of another asy­ 
lum for the deaf and dumb near Evans­ 
ville. 
Senator Winfield in tro d u ce a 
bill aimed at trusts and like combina­ 
tions calculated to destroy competition. 
In the house 110 bills were introduced 
and among them the following: 
Mr. Shirley—Authorizing the board of 
works in cities over 85.000 U* condemn all 
property desired for public us>\ 
Mr. Artnmn—To make It unlawful for 
gas companies to charge more than the 
rate fixed L>y ordinance lu cities where 
they operate. 
Mr. Graham—Providing for the pay­ 
ment of all orders on cities by city treas­ 
urers. 
Mr. fluff—-Embodying the plan of the 
township and county reform organization 
to establish a county council whose duty 
It shall be to assume the legislative de­ 
partment of county government, leaving 
the oounty commissioners ouly the execu­ 
tive branch. 
Bills were also introduced prohibiting 
insurance companies from declaring the 
payment of insurance policies forfeit*-d 
without first giving notire to the benefi­ 
ciary; to prohibit the taxing of m ort­ 
gaged property for more than tin* mort­ 
gage amount; to prevent the importation 
of dependent children into Indiana; ex­ 
empting certain life insurance policies 
held by widows or children from the 
reach of creditors, and on** for the pro­ 
tection of labor under cert ain conditions. 
The bill by Mr. Barlow relative to 
proceedings in civil cases was read a 
second time and received much favor­ 
able comment. 
The bill provides that 
constant violations of the law, such as 
the Roby racetraek gambling and the 
waste of natural gas may be classed as 
civil cases, and an injunction may be is­ 
sued on the grounds of common nuis­ 
ance, and all violators thereafter shall 
be liable to proceedings for contempt of 
court. 
The bill by Mr. Furness, to provide 
clothes and money for convicts on their 
discharge from state prisons, was or­ 
dered engrossed. 
A motion to meet hereafter at 9:30 in 
the morning to 12, and from 2:30 until 
5 daily was tabled, and the half-day ses­ 
sions in the morning will continue for 
the rest of the 14 days prescribed by the 
rules.

of the war appropriations.

Shanghai, Jan. 17. — John Barrett, 
formerly United States minister to Siam, 
In address before the Shanghai chamber 
of com more© yest erday on the question 
of American control of the Philippines, 
said he feared that the opponents at 
home of such control did not appreciate 
its vital Importance to American com 
meroe and influence in the far east, 
f where 
immoasureable 
opportunities 
woald otherwise be lost. 
The failure to 
assume and maintain control, said Mr. 
Barrett, would forever relegate the 
United States to a secondary place in 
tho Pacific. 
As for the difficulties of governing the 
archipelago, this had been much exag 
gem ted. 
Aguinaldo aud his followers 
could be pacified by a mixture of diplo­ 
macy and firmness, nor would the Mon 
roe doctrine be violated, for the occupa­ 
tion of the Philippines by the United 
States was not a direct act of conquest, 
but the inevitable result of a war in 
which grave responsibilities had been 
unavoidably entailed. 
Mr. Barrett emphasized the fact that 
the nations which, like England, were 
chiefly concerned, approved of penna 
nent American control, and concluded 
with the remark that all nations inter­ 
ested could safely trust to the good 
Judgement of President McKinley. 


K londlkrr* K illed aud Ships W recked. 
R eindeer A lm ost W iped O nt, 
Tacoma, Jan. 17.—A number of Klou- 
dlkers have been killed and three river 
steamers wrecked by the lo© jams in the 
Y ukon river. 
Late in November Henry 
Horsfall and wife of Seattle and John 
Dobbins of Victoria, left Yukon for an 
Indian village 80 miles below In an open 
boat. They never reached their destina­ 
tion. 
Their boat was found imbedded 
i in th© ice. 
Others are believed to have 
perished in the same way. The steam­ 
ers Tacoma, Seattle and Robert Kerr 
art* partly wrecked and are certain of 
being ground to pieces during the spring 
breakup. 
The Tacoma’s hull is broken 
and ic© is piled up to her smokestacks. 
The Kerr is stuck on a sandbar in mid­ 
stream. 
All three are within a few 
miles of Circle City. 
A remnant of the government rein­ 
deer herd which have been lost in the 
interior of Alaska for months reached 
the Yukon river at the month of White 
river Dec. 16, and started for Circle City. 
But 160 deer remained out of the 430 
which started from Pyramid harbor last 
March. 
In the meantime they have 
traveled 400 miles. 
It was found the 
deer were wholly unfitted to stand the 
h**at of summer. 
Flies and mosquitoes 
bothered them dreadfully. 
Progress 
was slow, because the herd traveled only 
along the mountain tops, where it wa*- 
cooler, and where moas for food was ob­ 
tained. 
Th© accompanying Scandina­ 
vians and Laplanders have enjoyed their 
summer cutting.
